The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

CHAPTER L

THE CITY OF CHIPPEWA FALLS — ITS CORPORATE
POWERS.

and in addition thereto, shall have and possess the pow-
ers hereinaftér specifically granted, and the authorities
thereof shall have perpetual succession, and shall be ca-

able of contracting and being contracted with, suing and

ing sued, pleadging and being impleaded, in all the
courts of law and equity, and ;shall have a common
seal and may change and alter the same at pleasure.

! CHAPTER IL

CITY AND WARD BOUNDARIES,

SecTioN 1. The south half of section number ity umits.
thirty-one (81) and the southwest -quarter of section
thirty-two (82, of township numbe: twenty-nine (29),
range number eight (8) ; also east half of section num-
ber one (1) and all of lots numbered one (1) and two
(2), of section number twelve (12), in township number
twenty-eight (28), ranTe number nine (9); all of section
number 8ix (6) except lot number one (1) in said section ;

The city shall be divided.into two (23
wards, called first and second wards, limited and bound-
ed as follows: All that portion of said city lying -
north and east of a'line drawn through the center of
Bridge street, lengthwise, shall constitute the first ward ;
and all that portion of said city lying south and west
of a line drawn through the center of Bridge street,
lengthwise, shall constitate the second ward.

CHAPTER IIL

ELECTIONS.

SecrioN 1. The annual election for ward and cit
officers shall be held on the first Tuesday in April in eac
year, at such place in each ward as the common coun-
cil shall designate; and the polls shall be kept open
from nine o'clock in the forencon till sundown, and
ten days’ previous notice shall be given by the common
council of the time and place of holding such elections,
and of the city and ward officers to be elected.

SecrioN 2. The elective officers of said city shall
be a mayor, a treasurer, a police justice for the city
at large, three aldermen, one l.‘:f'ulat.ioe of the peace
and one constable for each ward, and one assessor for
each ward. The mayor, treasurer and police justice
shall be qualified voters and freeholders in the said
city, and the ward officers shall be qualified voters and
freeholders in the ward for which they were elected.
All other officers necessary for the proper manage-
ment of the affairs of said city shall be appointed by
the common council.  All elective officers except jus-
tices of the peace shall, unless otherwise provided,
bold their respective offices for one year, and until
their successors are elected and qualified : provided,
however, the common council shall bave power, for due
cause, to expel any of their own numter, and to re-
move from office any officer or agent under the city
government, due notice being first giveu to the officer
complained of. The justices of the peace shall hold
their offices for two |years, and until their successors
are elected and qualified. ~The mayor shall bave

‘power to suspend any police officer or watchman ap-

inted by the council, when complained of, until the
oouncil shall take up his case and dispose: of it. He
shall also have power to fill any vacancy thus created
for the time being.

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CHAPTER IV. )

OFI:ICERS—THEIB POWERS AND DUTIES.

SrorION 1. Every person elected or appointed taany
office under the provisions of this act, except justices
of the peace, sbnﬁ, before he enters ugon the duties
of his office, take and subscribe an oath of office, and
file the same, duly certified by the officers taking the
same, with the clerk of the city ; and the treasurer, clerk
marshal, constables, and sach other officers as the com-
mon council may direct, shall severally, before they .
enter upon the duties of their respective offices, exe-
cute to the city of Chippewa Fallsa bond, with at least
two eureties, who shall swear that they are worth in
the a te, the penulty speocified 1n said bond, over
and agve all debts, exeriptli):m and liabilites, and said
bonds shall contain such penal sum and such conditions
as the common council may deem proper ; and they may,
from time to time, require new additional bonds, and re-
move from office uny officer refusing or neglecting to
give the same.

SeorioN 2. The mayor shall, when present, pre-
side over the meetings of the common council, and
take care that the laws of the state and the ordinances
of the city are duly observed and enforced, and that
all other executive officers of the city discharge their
respective duties. He shall, from time to time, give
the common council such information and recommend
such measures as he may deem advantageous to the
city. The mayor shall be the chief executive officer
and head of the police of the city, and in case of ariot,
or other disturbance, or apparent necessity, he may-ap-
point as many special or temporary constables as Ee
may deem necessary. The mayor shall have a vote
only in csee of a tie. The mayor shall have power to
veto any ordinance or resolution passed by the com-
mon council, by notifying the common couneil of his
objections thereto, at any time within seven days after
the passage of such ordinance or resolution. In oase
of no session of the council on any day after the pas-
nage of the same, and before the expiration of the said
seven days, suach notification shall be made by filing
with the city clerk a copy of his objections ; and in case
the council shall not, within one week after the receipt
of such objections, or such filing with the clerk, re-enact
such ordinance, or pass such resolution, by the votes
of two-thirds of the aldermen elect, the same shall be
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null and void. No ordinance or resolution ghall take
effect until one week after the passage of the same, un-
less sooner approved in writing by the mayor or acting
mayor for the time being. ‘

SECTION 3. At the first meeting of the common council fretidentof

in each year, they shall proceed to elect by ballot, one of his election
their number president, and in the abeence of the )
mayor, the said president shall preside over the meet-
ings of the common council, and during the absence of
the mayor from the city, or his inability for any reason to
discharge the duties of his office, the said president shall
exercise all the powers and discharge all the duties
of the mayor, excegt the signing of city bonds,
In case the mayor and the president shall be absent at
any meeting of the common couuncil, they shall pro-
oeed to elect a temporary presiding officer, who for the
time being, shall discharge all the duties of the mayor.
The president, or vemporary presiding officer, while
presiding over the board, or performing the duties
of the mayor, shall be styled acting mayor, and acts per-
formed by them or any of them, shall have the same
force and validity as if performed by the mayor,
excepting the signinq of the city bonds; and the said
common council shall also, at their first meeting in
each year, elect a clerk and a marshall for the city,
also a chief engineer and a first and second assistant
engineers of the fire departmeant, who shall bold their
respective offices for the term of one year, and until
others are elected and qualified.
